This paper is submitted in response to a non-final third office action in the above case 
dated March 29, 2006 ('Third Office Action'*) that was submitted following a decision by the 
U.S. Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences finding the claims of the application patentable 
over the cited art. In response to this panel decision, the Examiner submitted the Third Office 
Action in which all pending claims are rejected as anticipated 35 (U.S.C. §102) over newly 
located art.
